COUNTRY THROWN OPEN TO 
SETTLERS YESTERDAY. 


NEW YORK W ARNED. 


Hundreds Upon Hundred of Boomers 
Made a Wild Scramble To Take Up 
the 437 Claims And Towns Spring 
Up Like Magic—An Exciting Time 
On the Border. 


Oklahom a City, O. T., M ay 24.—At 
noon yesterday a t least 25,000 people 
rushed Into the K ickapoo country, in a 
mad endeavor to tak e up 437 claim s. I t 
was the m ost exciting ru n th a t has oc­ 
curred in the history of public openings, 
by reason of the g reat crowd, the sm all 
am ount of land, and the difficulty In 
m aking the sta rt. The g reatest crow ds 
were a t Sweeney’s Bridge, and tw o or 
three fords down th e river, the only 
places w agons could cross. Horsem en, 
who w ere not afraid to risk the jum p 
down the bank, rushed across th e riv er 
and up the opposite bank, and through 
the tim ber. 
A few miles below Sw eeney’s Bridge 
a jam occurred and two horses w ere 
killed. 
They were h a ile d to one side 
and th e ru sh w ent on. 
The crowed in 
the road got jam m ed 
several 
tim es 
and innum erable fights occurred. G uns 
were draw n, b u t m atters were patched 
up, and a s soon as the blockade w as 
raised, the rush w as on again. 
Two miles over the line is an eighty- 
acre bottom claim th a t w as not allotted 
to th e Indians. 
All the people started 
well together and a p rettier race w as 
never run. 
M any of them reached the 
coveted eighty acres a t the sam e time, 
and p u t in th eir stakes sim ultaneously, 
not m ore th an three m inutes after the 
signal to go had been given, bu t ahead 
of th e sw iftest of them wTas the ever 
present “sooner,” and half a hundred 
claim ants cam ped on the claim. 
A tow n-site boom w as started on the 
southern border and it spread through 
the cam ps w ith lightning-like rapidity. 
The result is the city of M cLoud, lo­ 
cated on 320 a£res of land on the Okla­ 
hom a, C^eflTaw & Gulf 
railroad, six 
m iles north of Dale. 
It has a popula­ 
tion of 6,000 souls and m ayor and a 
full com plem ent of officers and all the 
attrib u tes of a typical fro n tier city.

services of the P resbyterian

the stated clerk, 3 o’clock on F riday was 
appointed as the tim e for hearing dele­ 
gates from other ecclesiastical bodies, 
such as the P an-P resbyterian Alliance 
and U nited P resbyterian Assembly. A 
telegram of greeting was read from the 
P resbyterian Alliance. 
O vertures were 
presented w ith regard to the young peo­ 
ple’s societies in the separate churches, 
and the whole m atter of their govern­ 
m ent w as referred to a com m ittee of 
nine, which w as instructed to report to 
the next assem bly. 
An attem p t w as 
m ade by seven presbyteries to reduce 
the salary of the stated clerk of the a s­ 
sembly, but it was voted down. Secre­ 
taries of the various boards of 
the 
churches were allowed to become m inis­ 
ters of churches. 
The question of the relation of the 
students of Union sem inary to the P res­ 
bytery of New York cam e up on an 
overture from th a t body. A long opin­ 
ion w as read, and it was recom m ended 
th a t the presbytery of New York be in­ 
stru cted and enjoined 
not to receive 
students who are pursuing, or who pro­ 
pose to pursue, their studoies in sem in­ 
aries not approved by the general as­ 
sembly. This m otion was carried by a 
large vote, and in announcing the re­ 
sult M oderator Booth said th a t 
the 
New York presbytery w'ould note 
the 
instructions given by its superior a u ­ 
tho rity and would obey its orders. The 
opposition to this action w as decided, 
but insufficient to affect the vote of the 
assem bly.

The day of prayer for colleges 
w as 
fixed for the second Sunday in Ja n u ­ 
ary. 
A m ovem ent to reduce the ratio 
of representation in the assem bly failed 
to receive support. 
The proposal of several presbyteries 
to secure a reduction in the expenses 
of the assem bly and a change from a n ­ 
nual to biennial sessions were 
m ade 
special orders for F riday m orning.

Product of American Mines During 1894 
Had a Coinage of 9103,500,000. 
W ashington, May 24.—The director of 
the m int estim ates the production of 
gold by the m ines of the U nited States 
during the calendar year 1894 to have 
been 1,910,800 fine ounces, of the coinage 
value of $39,500,000, an increase over 1893 
of $3,500,000, which is the largest am ount 
produced in any year since 1878. 
The 
production of silver from the m ines of 
the U nited States is estim ated to have 
approxim ated in 1894 49,500,000 ounces, 
of the coinage value of $64,000, show ing 
a decrease as com pared w ith 1893, of 
10,500,000 ounces. 
In the production of gold C alifornia 
leads, w ith an output of $13,570; Colora­ 
do Is second, w ith $9,491,000; M ontana, 
third, w ith $3,651,000. and South D ako­ 
ta, fourth, $3,299,000. 
Colorado heads the list in silver by 
an output of 23,281,400 fine ounces, of the 
coinage value of $30,101,200; M ontana, 
second, w ith a production of 12,820,000 
fine ounces, followed by U tah w ith a 
production of 5,892,000 fine ounces, and 
Idaho, w ith 3,248,500. 
A t the average price of silver for the 
calendar year 1894 the com m ercial value 
of the silver product of the m ines cf 
the U nited States is 431,432,500.

A towel w as 
tightly draw n around the heads of the 
little ones, as if to prevent them from 
seeing w hat w as going on. 
A fisherm an found the bodies in an 
eddy and dragged them ashore. 
Mrs. Notson for m any years w as a 
prom inent O m aha school teacher. 
She 
disappeared 
suddenly w ith 
her tw o 
children in December last year, leav­ 
ing letters in which she declared she 
w as driven to suicide because of dis­ 
appointm ents in a political way.

The tragedy w as the result of jeal­

ed while he was on a visit a short tim e 
ago to his parents, wrho live in the Iow a 
city.

The 
general expects to arrive In Cuba w ithin 
a short tim e and m ay take com m and 
of the rebel forces. 
G eneral Quesada does not speak E ng­ 
lish, but through hiSV nephew , M anuel 
de Q uesada, he declared th a t he has 
4,000 rifles and a large q u an tity of am ­ 
m unition which he will tak e w ith him 
to Cuba. He says th a t Cuba does not 
need men but arm s, and th a t when the 
arm s are furnished there will be plenty 
of men to fight. The general also says 
th at soon after he reaches the island he 
will drive G eneral Cam pos from it. His 
nephew and two other men will accom ­ 
pany him. 
H enry Brooks, the Cuban patriot, was 
a passenger on the steam ship La G as­ 
cogne. He says he has come here to 
ally him self w ith General Quesada. He 
came here from Cuba a few m onths 
ago, rem aining in this city a few' days 
and then going to Paris, w here he says 
he traveled incognito. He expects to re­ 
turn to Cuba to assist the revolution­ 
ists. He refuses to divulge his plans 
other th an to say Santiago, not H a­ 
vana. is the objective point oI the Insur­ 
gents.

The sea overflowed the coast and the 
cam ps were subm erged.”

Subject W as Discussed But No Con­ 
clusions 
of 
Any 
Nature Were 
Reached, As Both Sides Hold To

The cotton factory strike h*8 n°l 
been declared off, and the indications 
are that it will not be for some time, 
unless one or the other of the parties 
make concessions that will be satis­ 
factory to all. 
A conference was held 
last evening in the office of the com­ 
pany on North Franklin street, be­ 
tween the manager, Mr. Heller, a 
number of the directors, and a com­ 
mittee appointed by the employes,con­ 
sisting of Thomas Cherry, John Wil­ 
kinson, Daniel Courtney; Misses Julia 
Cooley, Celia Murphy and Maggie Hol- 
Uran. 
The conference convened a 
few minutes after 5 o'clock, and did 
not conclude until 7 
o’clock. 
The 
whole ground involved in the strike 
was 
discussed, 
but, 
strange 
to 
note, when 
the conference broke 
up, 
the 
parties 
were 
aa 
far 
apart aa at the beginning. 
The com 
mittee was cordially received by the 
manager and the directors, who at 
once commenced to explain to the 
committee the reason why the com­ 
pany could not accede to the demands 
for a ten 
per 
cent 
advance 
in 
wages. 
No CluuiKe In H onrs. 
The committee then asked for a re­ 
duction of working hours, makiog it 
ten hours inttesd of eleven. 
This 
proposition was entertained by the 
company, provided the employes, not 
on piece work would only receive pay 
for ten hours, instead of eleven. This 
proviso knocked the proposition en­ 
tirely out and it was considered no 
further. 
The 
committee 
was in­ 
formed that all employes now out on 
a strike were at liberty to resume 
work under the old scedule, but no 
advance in wages could be entertained 
at this time. 
However, 
they 
were 
assured that just as soon as the mar­ 
ket would w arrant an advance, the 
o >mpiny would accede. 
The committed had no power dele­ 
gated to it to make any agreement 
except the one based on the demand 
for a lo per cent, advance, therefore, 
the only thing left for the committee 
was to withdraw and report to their 
meeting, which is to be held in Cen­ 
tral Labor hall Saturday evening. 
W ill Not Ret arn To W ork. 
A reporter of the Gazette found 
several members of this committee, 
from whom it was learned that there 
was very little probability that th* 
hands would return to work under the 
old schedule of wages. 
None of the 
committee appeared inclined to talk 
much about the m atter, saying that 
they were under abligatient to report 
at the meeting to be held Saturday 
evening, when the emyloyes of the 
factories might trke such action as 
thought best. 
“ It may be decided to return to 
work under the old schedule,” said 
one of the committee, “ but I hardly 
think they will. 
Many of the opera­ 
tives have found found work in th 
tobacco warehouses, which will give 
them employment for some weeks a1 
much better wages than they can gel 
in the factory. 
Yes, we have formed 
a union, and have got three hundred 
signatures to the paper. 
Only a few 
of the old employes are omitted, and 
( believe all, with the possible excep­ 
tion of four or five, will join.” 
A ll Are Good Natured. 
The strikers are all in the best o* 
humor, and there is no sign of ar y 
demonstration except that they pro­ 
pose standing together until their de 
rnands are acceded to. 
Those who 
have secured places in the sortie? 
roo i s of the tobacco warehouses ta k 
and laugh over the m atter with litt • 
concern, appearing 
to be perfect y 
content with their present jobs. 
Th? 
lower factory continues in operation, 
but only with a light force and only 
half its capacity. 
The action of the meeting Saturday 
evening will be watched with much in­ 
terest, for the reason that everything 
relating to the opening of the upper 
factory will depend on the result of 
this action. 
If the hands vote to re­ 
turn, the factory bell will again ring, 
but in case they vote not to return, 
its sound may not be heard again for 
many days.
